AMBULANCE,  NURSING  AND  SOCIAL  SERVICE  FACILITIES. 

These  are  all  provided  under  the  direct  control  of  the  Cumberland 
County  Council. 

THE  HEALTH  CENTRE. 

1972  must  be  remembered  ns  a  year  which  saw  a  major  reverse  in  the 
progression  towards  a  better  pattern  of  health  care  for  the  town  of 
Penrith  and  for  the  population  of  the  adjoining  rural  districts.  The 
prolonged  discussion  on  a  site  for  the  Health  Centre  came  to  em  end. 

The  outcome  is  that  neither  the  hospital  site  nor  any  other  more  central 
site  is  to  be  developed.  Somehow  the  Health  Centre  never  caught  the 
interest  of  the  general  population,  although  opponents  of  a  Health  Centre 
for  this  or  that  particular  site  made  their  views  felt. 

Outside  the  field  of  the  medical  and  parexmedical  professions,  it  is 
doubtful  vdiether  there  are  many  people  who  realise  that  a  wonderful  oppor¬ 
tunity  has  been  missed.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  situations  like  this  will 
not  develop  in  the  reorganised  and  changed  conditions  to  operate  from  1974. 
Evenwith  reorganisation  it  is  unlikely  that  a  Health  Centre  could  be 
discussed  for  this  town  for  very  many  years  because  of  the  expenditure  on 
health  care  in  another  direction.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  -  SI4ALLPOX. 


1972  was  an  eventful  year  for  infectious  disease  control  in  the  dis¬ 
trict.  One  case  of  smallpox  was  responsible  for  intense  activity  in 
late  January  and  earlySfebruary. 

On  Friday,  28th  January,  smallpox  v/as  diagnosed  by  a  family  doctor 
in  Penrith.  The  disease  was  found  in  a  12  year  old  schoolboy  who  had 
been  in  Tunisia  for  a  brief  winter  holiday  with  his  family.  He  had 
attended  Ullsv;ater  Secondary  School  between  his  return  from  holiday  and 
diagnosis. 

/ 

The  disease  v;as  confirmed  by  the  visiting  Smallpox  Consultant  and 
he  was  accepted  by  the  Consultant  Physician  at  Langley  Parle  Smallpox 
Isolation  Hospital  in  County  Durham.  This  is  a  special  reserve 
hospital  opened  especially  on  diagnosis  of  the  disease  or  on  serious 
suspicion  of  the  disease.  There  is  no  question  about  the  clinical 
diagnosis  in  this  boy  but  vmforttinately  the  virus  x/as  never  identified 
in  the  laboratory  at  Nei\^castle. 

The  boy  had  been  vaccinated  in  early  childhood  and  again  before 
going  to  Tunisia  and  he  did  not  suffer  a  serious  attack  of  the  disease. 

The  boy*  s  family  were  isolated  and  family  and  neighbourhood 
contacts  were  followed  up. 

However,  as  the  boy  was  at  school  during  a  highly  infectious  stage 
of  illness  the  whole  caupuc  of  pupils  at  Ulls\7ater  (boys)  school  and 
Tynefield  (girls)  secondary  school  adjoining  were  treated  as  at  risk. 

On  Saturday  morning,  29th  Jemuary,  a  large  greup  of  people  - 
medical,  nursing  £ind  educational,  met  at  Penrith  Clinic  and  this  team 
stayed  fully  operational  until  two  weeks  later  when  the  likelihood  of 
secondary  cases  had  disappeared.  This  was  very  much  a  joint,  exercise 
involving  the  Penrith  Urban  District,  Cumberland  and  ¥estmorland 
Counties  and  Penrith  Rural  and  North  Westmorland  Rural  Districts.  One 
doctor  described  it  as  'Cumbria  in  action' .  Family  doctors  including 
retired  colleagues,  gave  a  great  deal  of  assistance  and  the  exercise 
was  marked  by  a  cheerful  willingness  to  work  hard  and  efficiently 
outside  normal  hours  and  with  a  disregard  for  normal  employment  boun¬ 
daries. 

The  Youth  Centre  was  offered  by  the. Director  of  Education  as  an 
Emergency  Centre  and,  being  on  the  school  campus,  this  offer  was  grate¬ 
fully  accepted.  The  Centre  continued  in  use  for  the  full  fortnight. 

One  thousand  three  hundred  pupils  v/ere  vaccinated  in  the  Ullswater/ 
Tynefield  school.  This  was  the  entire  school  population.  Teaching 
staff  were  also  vaccinated.  A  large  number  of  people,  including  all 
the  second  year  boys,  were  placed  under  daily  health  surveillance  and  the 
Director  of  Education  arranged  for  special  transportation  of  these  pupils 
on  Saturdays  and  Sundays. 
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Two  major  problems  during  the  fortnight  were  a  large  snowfall  and  the 
threat  of  electricity  power  cuts. 

My  particular  thanks  are  duo  to  the  Council  and  its  staff  for  all  the 
assistance  given  at  this  difficult  time,  to  the  Director  of  .‘Education,  the 
County  Medical  Officer  also  the  County  Medical  Officer  for  Westmorland, 
his  colleague  Dr,  F,  T.  Madge,  Dr.  D.,  G,  Davies  and  the  advisor  from  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security,  Dr.  D.  Barnes,  Also  to  very 
mcmy  other  persons  and  public  bodies  all  over  the  North  of  England,  as  well 
as  locally.  Although  it  is  impossible  to  mention  everyone  who  gave 
assistance,  a  special  mention  must  be  made  of  the  media.  Local  television 
and  the  Penrith  newspaper  gave  a  very  helpful  coverage  to  the  campaign. 

The  local  newspapers  v/ei'e  meticulous  in  their  presentation  of  the  facts. 

The  family  of  the  infected  boy  accepted  the  tedium  of  their  isolation 
and  other  unpleasant  aspects  of  their  loss  of  liberty  with  a  very  good 
grace. 

At  certain  levels  there  was  some  unhappiness  about  the  clarity  of  the 
diagnosis  but  those  who  doubted  it  did  not  suggest  another  disease  which 
might  be  responsible  for  this  illness.  Certainly  there  was  no  option  but 
to  deal  v.'ith  the  whole  situation  as  one  involving  the  presence  of  smallpox. 

The  present  trend  is  towards  very  economic  package  holidays  designed 
to  fill  very  large  aircraft  and  to  utilise  cheaper  accommodation  in  the 
under-developed  countries.  This  would  seem  to  be  a  trend  which  will  bring 
mexny  problems  to  those  who  replace  the  medical  officer  of  health  in  the 
reorganised  health  services, 

II4MUNISATI0N. 

Most  children  are  immunised  at  doctor's  surgeries  at  pre-school  ages. 

The  majority  are  booked  appointments  through  the  County  Council's  computer 
scheme.  Immunisation  is  against  V/hooping  Cough,  Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and 
Poliomyelitis.  Following  this  is  an  immunisation  against  Measles.  At 
the  beginning  of  1971  Smallpox  vaccination  was  well  accepted  on  computer 
booking  but  in  the  later  part  of  that  year  this  was  discontinued  in  line 
with  National  policy  which  decided  that  routine  vaccination  in  infancy  was 
no  longer  necessary. 

Early  in  1972  when  smallpox  occurred  in  the  district  most  of  the  younger 
children  had  this  protection  which  provided  considerable  reassurance  to 
mothers.

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SLUM  CLEARANCE 


In  April  1955  the  Council  notified  the  Ministry  of  thoir  intention  to 
deal  %rith  403  unfit  houses  within  a  period  of  fifteen  years.  At  the 
beginning  of  1972  fifty  of  these  403  unfit  bouses  were  awaiting  Council 
action.  At  the  end  of  1972  17  houses  of  the  reaaining  fifty  unfit  had 
been  represented  for  inclusion  in  four  slum  clearance  areas. 

ACCOMIiODATION  FOR  THE  ELDERLY. 

The  Penrith  Council  have  been  very  considerate  towards  providing 
suitable  housing  acconnodation  for  its  elderly  citizens  and  again  this 
year  work  has  contnenced  on  providing  more  bungalow  accocimodation.  In 
addition  to  this,  five  special  bungalows  have  been  built  to  provide  better 
accoranodation  for  the  physically  handicapped. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  no  such  lodging  houses  in  Penrith.  It  is  several  years 
since  the  last  one  closed  and  it  reflects  on  the  higher  standard  of  living 
enjoyed  by  the  majority  of  townsi>eople. 

RENTS  ACT,  1957. 

No  applications  for  "Certificates  of  Disrepair"  have  been  received 
during  the  year. 

QUALIFICATION  CERTIFICATES. 

Three  applications  for  qualification  certificates  were  received  during 
1972.  Two  were  allowed  after  the  premises  had  been  brought  up  to  the 
required  state  of  good  repair. 

SEl’/AGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  existing  disposal  works  situated  in  Westmorland  on  the  bank  side 
of  the  River  Eden  are  overloaded  and  incapable  of  treating  the  increased 
volume  of  sewage.  Plans  are  in  hand  to  enlarge  the  works  and  improve  the 
efficiency  of  the  works.  This  natter  is  now  urgent.  The  expanding  town, 
the  proposals  to  treat  sewage  from  Eamont  Bridge  and  Lowther  Paric  make  it 
imperative  that  the  work  should  start  as  soon  as  possible. 

Another  urgent  natter  is  the  replacement  of  the  septic  tank  on  the 
Gilwilly  estate  with  a  pumping  station.  The  septic  tank  is  incapable  of 
dealing  with  the  increased  volume  of  sewage  from  this  estate  and  the  Council 
are  therefore  guilty  of  contributing  towards  the  conteunination  of  Thacka 
Beck.  The  expansion  of  the  industrial  site  and  the  need  to  treat  the 
sewage  from  this  estate  at  the  disposal  works  on  the  banks  of  the  River 
Eden  is  yet  another  reason  why  work  on  the  plant  should  not,  and  cannot, 
be  delayed. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION. 


This  service  is  supervised  by  the  Surveyor. 

The  ’back  door'  system  operates  efficiently  and  a  once-a-week  collection 
is  made.  The  paper  sack  system  is  being  constantly  expanded  and  is  r/ 
proving  to  be  a  'time-saver' . 

CLEAN  AIR. 

The  Council  have  agreed  to  a  survey  being  made  of  the  Carl et on  and 
Pategill  area  with  a  view  to  making  a  smokeless  area  of  the  properties 
within  the  area  bounded  by  the  A. 6,  A. 66  and  Carleton  Avenue.  This 
will  be  the  first  smokeless  zone  in  Penrith. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

There  is  only  one  registered  offensive  trade  in  the  district.  This 
is  the  ICnacker's  yard  at  l/ildriggs,  a  business  which  stands  alone  to  the 
West  of  the  town.  Extensive  measures  have  been  taken  at  these  works  to 
remove  from  the  atmosphere  all  atmospheric  pollution. 

Methods  of  factory  fanning  are  not  at  present  registered  offensive 
trades  but  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  these  may  well  have  to  be  registered 
in  the  years  to  come. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES  /  IgAT  INSPECTION. 

For  a  town  the  size  of  Penrith  the  Public  Abattoir  is  a  very  busy 
place.  This  is  because  in  the  first  place  it  is  a  very  well  planned 
abattoir  and  offers  a  good  high  class  service.  This  service  is  enjoyed 
not  only  by  the  resident  butchers  of  Penrith  but  by  the  country  butchers 
and  a  limited  amount  of  wholesale  trade.  Top  class  cattle,  produce  top 
class  meat  at  this  abattoirl 

The  second  abattoir  is  much  smaller  than  the  Public  Abattoir  and  is 
privately  owned  and  run.  This  slaughterhouse  is  of  immense  service  to 
the  farming  community  around  Penrith  and  is  used  by  the  farming  community 
much  further  afield.  At  this  slaughterhouse  casualty  animals  are  killed. 
These  call  for  a  high  standard  of  meat  inspection  far  ahead  of  the 
procedure  laid  down  in  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations.  This  is  special¬ 
ist  work  and  I  am  happy  to  have  the  assistance  in  this  field  of  speciali¬ 
zation  of  Mr.  MacLellan,  the  Council's  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector. 
In  addition  to  casualty  animals  killed  at  this  abattoir,  a  type  of  animal 
suitable  for  the  manufacturing  meat  trade  is  also  killed.

Advice  is  given  whan  requested  to  food 
traders  and  handlers.  Food  handlers  are  encouraged  to  enter 
into  discussions  etc.,  v/hen  routine  visits  are  made.  A  happy 
relationship  exists  with  fill  personnel  in  the  food  industry . 

FOOD  IMEFX7I0M 

A  oiece  of  glass  found  in  a  slice  of  bread  v/as  one  complaint  received 
during  the  year.  Quick  action  in  this  case  revealed  that  the  glass  was 
found  v/hilst  eating  a  fish  paste  sand'./ich.  Examination  of  the  fish  paste 
jar  revealed  a  piece  of  glass  missing  from  the  rim  of  the  jar .  The  piece 
of  glass  found  fit  exactly  into  the  rim  of  the  jar.  Ti/o  complaints  of  what 

appeared  to  be  rodent  droppings  in  white  bread  turned  out  to  be  nothing  more 
serious  than  broim  v/holemeal  dough. 

complaint  that  a  consignment  of  sausage  delivered  to  a  cafe  was 
inedible  was  investigated.
